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Lx)TTERY  Sales  Increase  By  16.6%  to  $1.86  Billion 
In  Calendar  Year  1992 


Boston:  State  Treasurer  Joe  Malone  and  State  Lottery  Commission  Executive  Director 
Eric  Turner  today  announced  a  substantial  increase  in  gross  and  net  revenues  for  the  Lottery  in 
calendar  year  1992  and  fiscal  1993  (year-to-date  December). 

The  Massachusetts  Lottery's  1992  calendar  year  sales  reached  a  record  $1.86  billion, 
surpassing  by  16.6%  sales  of  $1.6  billion  for  1991.  Net  revenues  increased  to  a  record  $520 
million,  up  12.6%  from  this  time  last  year.  Fiscal  year-to-date  sales  for  1993  reached  $934 
million,  an  18.7%  increase  over  the  $787  million  mark  reached  during  the  same  period  last  year. 

"The  Massachusetts  Lottery  is  still  the  best  lottery  in  the  nation,  and  that  means  more 
money  is  available  for  the  Commonwealth's  cities  and  towns.  The  Lottery  has  worked  hard  to 
achieve  these  results  and  to  make  the  biggest  winners  of  all  the  citizens  who  can  continue  to 
benefit  from  funds  sent  back  to  our  communities." 

For  1992,  the  Massachusetts  State  Lottery  still  leads  the  nation  in  per  capita  sales  of 
$6.13  ~  up  16%  from  1991 's  per  capita  sales  of  $5.28.  The  Massachusetts  Stale  Lottery's 
16.6%  growth  outpaced  growth  for  comparable  lotteries,  and  average  growth  (4.8%)  of  all  other 
lotteries  in  the  nation.

In  addition  to  increasing  sales,  the  Lx)tlery  has  improved  operating  efficiency.  Total 
administrative  expenses  declined  as  a  percentage  of  sales,  from  3.7%  in  1991  to  3.45  in  1992. 
Staffmg  levels  at  the  Lottery  have  been  reduced  by  23%  (from  535  to  410)  during  the  last  two 
years;  and  the  fleet  of  vehicles  used  by  the  Lottery  has  declined  from  221  to  176  during  the 
same  period.  The  Lottery's  in-house  courier  operation  was  also  privatized.  These  and  other 
measures  to  institute  greater  efficiency  have  resulted  in  on-going  annual  savings  of  approximately 
$5  million. 

Most  Lottery  game  sales  rose  in  calendar  year  1992.  Instant  tickets  sales  showed  the 
largest  jump,  a  39.8%  increase  from  $758  million  to  $1  billion.  Sales  of  other  games  increased 
as  well:  The  Daily  Numbers  by  3^%,  Mass  Cash  by  20%,  and  season  tickets  by  20%.  Mass 
Millions  and  Megabucks  sales  decreased,  probably  because  of  lack  of  a  large  jackpot  in  1992. 

Malone  and  Turner  attributed  the  Lottery's  overall  success  to  its  first  $2  instant  games, 
each  commemorating  the  Lottery's  twentieth  anniversary,  WILD  20  and  WILD  20  11.  WILD  20 
broke  all-time  instant  game  sales  records  with  sales  of  $175  million. 

Three  consecutive  record-breaking  weeks  of  sales  volume  (of  $46.4  million,  $48  million, 
and  $50.4  million)  in  December  capped  off  calendar  year  1992.  The  previous  sales  record,  $45.5 
million,  was  set  in  October  1989,  fueled  by  "the  largest  jackpot  in  the  history  of  the 
Massachusetts  Lottery.  Holiday  Bonus,  the  Lottery's  $5  instant  ticket,  helped  boost  these 
December  weekly  sales  to  new  heights. 

Record  sales  continued  into  January  1993.  Weekly  sales  volume  reached  $54.5  million 
for  the  week  ending  January  9. 

"The  Lottery  has  continued  to  lead  the  nation  with  innovation  and  creativity  through 
technology,  marketing,  and  creative  product  development,"  Turner  said.  "I  am  pleased  with  the 
effort  that  went  into  establishing  these  new  records. " 

"My  thanks  and  congratulations  go  out  to  Eric  Turner  and  the  rest  of  the  Lottery  staff 
for  continuing  to  make  the  Massachusetts  Lottery  one  of  the  best  in  the  nation  -  and  a  tradition 
of  excellence  which  cities  and  towns  can  continue  to  count  on."
